consul there, had 
been assassinated. 
The Turkish officials continue to Inslet 
that no attem pt was made on the vice 
consul'* life and they reassert th at the 
whole etory originated In a Joke of a 
shot fired on the occasion of a native 
m arriage and in accordance with cus­ 
tom. Mr. Lelschman. however, refuses 
to accept such explanation without con­ 
clusive proof by Judicial Investigation. 
An attem pt to burn the American 
college at K harput occurred five weeks 
ago and was apparently the work of an 
indfvldual who considered he had a 
grievance against the college authori­ 
ties. When Mr. Lelschman was inform ­ 
ed of the attem pt he demanded th at the 
Porte protect the American Institution, 
and as a consequence of his representa­ 
tions Instructions were sent to the au­ 
thorities at K harput to try in the regu­ 
lar courts charges against fifty Ar­ 
menians accused of trafficking In arm s 
end engaging in other seditious acts. 
Among the accused Is Professor Ten- 
ekedjtan of the American college, whose 
treatm ent In prison pending his trial 
was also ordered to be improved.
